TERMINAL ELEVATORS DEBATED 
IN SENATE 


Senator Talbot Participates in Debate 
on Grain Bill—East Does Not Have 
a Clear Understanding of the 
Grain Growers—Poor Wheat Mixed 


with Better Grades at Country Ele. | 


vators. 


Ottawa.—In the senate, the debate 
on the grain bill was 
Senator Talbot, who said he thought 
the east did not have a clear under- 
standing of the grievances of the 
western grain growers, There were 
two classes of farmers, one of which 
made a practice of selling their grain 
to the country elevators in the fall. 
There were 188 country 
with a capacity of 84,927,700 bushels. 

. 

Farmers who sold to the country 
elevators were generally newcomers 
who lacked experience; they produc- 
ed, as a rule, poorer wheat than that 
which was grown by larger, more ex- 
perienced and more prosperous farm- 
ers who did not sell in this way 
Grain from country elevators had a 
tendency to lower prices in Europe 
and to affect the Canadian’ grain 
growers generally. 

Mixing took place at country eleva- 
tors and some sought to prevent it. 


But when the country elevator men | 


get control of the terminal elevators 
and took a strong whack at the, mix- 
ing game it was time to protest a sec- 
ond time. The low grade grain from 
the ‘country elevators was brought up 
to standard by being mixed with grain 
shipped direct from farmers. 

Senator Talbot favored having all 
terminal elevators operated by rail- 
roads. The Canadian Northern, 
Grand Trunk Pacifie and Canadian 
Pacific owned 18,000,000. of the 64,000,- 
000 terminal elevators’ capacity on 
Lake Superior. However, the C.P.R. 
and the G.T.P. had leased their eleva- 
tors. The C.P.R. operated its own 
elevators and gave satisfaction. 


It had been said there could not| 
have been mixing without connivance | 


of government officials and that could 
not haye been brought about without 
corruption. The only remedy was to 
put out of the terminal elevators men 
who could gain by corrupting goyern- 
ment officials. 

Senator Cloran said that the majori- 
ty should rule. Many men were ask- 
ing for the law the government had 
brought down. The voice of the ma- 
jority, which was the 
west, should be listened to. The bill, 
with Senator Talbot’s amendments, 
should be adopted. Sir Richard Scott 
favored to maintain the high standard 
of Canada’s grain.

minimum rate of $7.50. Crooks’ story 
of the sufferings of the poor was a 
pitiful one, and the house was great- 
ly moved.

Ix, 
12). Although Uzziah reigned fifty- 
two years, his whole story is found in 
this one lesson chapter and in the 
first seven verses of II Kings xv. In 
his days Isaiah: and Amos were the 
| prophets, the Lord’s messengers (Isa. 
i, 1; Amos i, 1), full of rebuke for sin, 
but also of prediction of a glorious 
future for Israel when she shall re- 
ceive her Messiah. Every good king 
should turn our thoughts to the Son 
of God, the King of Israel (John i, 
49), and their failures set Him forth 
more brightly as the one who will 
never fail nor be discouraged. 

Uzziah seems to have been greatly 
helped by a prophet named Zechariah, 
, who had visions of God (verse 5)—not 
the one: who wrote ‘‘the book bearing 
his name, for he lived after the cap- 
| tivity, nor the one of II Chron, xxiv, 
20, 21, who was stoned to death for 
his faithfulness. It is a great thing to 
j see God, and this we can do in Jesus 
Christ, who said ‘‘He that hath seen 
Me hath seen the Father’’ (John'xiv, 
9). We can by the Spirit behold the 
glory of God in the face of Jesus 
Christ (II Cor. iv, 4, 6),-and thus we 
shall be enabled to help others to see 
Him, too, and know Him. While this 
prophet helped him “he sought the 
Lord, and God miade him to prosper 
(verse 6). 

He seems to have been prospered 
{through most of his reign. God helped 
him against his enemies, other nations 
brought. gifts to. him, and his name 
spread abroad (verses 7, 8). Thus God 
honors those who honor Him. It was 
so during. part of the reign of Solomon 
when the queen of Sheba and all kings 
of the earth sought him and brought 
him gifts (II Chron. ix, 8, 9, 22-24). 
So it shall be in an unprecedented de- 
gree when Jesus Christ shall be King 
in Jerusalem. Then shall ql nations 
like the wise men from the east, bring 


their treasures unto Him. (Isa: ix, 
9-11).

He began his life’s work among his 
associates when an apprentice in a 
drapery establishment in Bridgewater, 
England. Later he went to London, 
where he entered the employ of the 
firm 
There he organized several of the 
young men of the establishment into 
a little band that held meetings in 
the sleeping-rooms of the appren- 
tices and junior clerks. . 

Later Mr. Hitchcock became an ar- 
dent supporter and a room was given 
them by the firm in which to hold the 
meetings. On the evening of June 6, 
1844, twelve men met, under the lead- 
ership of George Williams, in this 
room to consider the project of form- 
ing a “society for improving the spir- 
itual conditions of young men en- 
gaged in the drapery and 
trades.”’ This was the starting of the 
Y. M. C. A.
